Andif 
they had publike Librarics to preſerve bookes, and 
Schooles for Profeſſors to read them, and Scholers to 
be trained up under them to do the Church ſervice,and 
for noother end at all; can weimagine they were with.

had fitted and inabled for that purpoſe 2 This wereto 
imagine Mariners, Calkers, and Pilots, 200. yeares 
before there were any Ships. Ir were weaknefſe to 
think, that their Perſecutors would give leayeto builds 
ing of Schoolcs, and Libraries, but-not of Churches ;
